RATIONALE 
WITHOUT 
REASON

The issue of academic 
freedom and First Amendment 
rights to freedom of speech have 
been cited as a rationale for 
providing a public forum for 
William Shockley to speak on 
this campus. The actions of the 
Black students who prevented 
his speaking, and other students 
who verbally or physically 
supported their act, are being 
labeled Fascists. It is an issue 
which deserves a response from 
the faculty and perhaps a 
convocation on the matter is in 
order, a public presentation of 
the definition of academic 
freedom which allows it to 
encompass speakers such as 
Shockley, a definition which 
leads the campus Commission on 
Racial Discrimination to 
acquiesce to his right to speak in 
spite of the fact, in their own 
words, that his ideas are “false 

amalicious, scientifically 
worthless, intellectually erapty, 
and socially vicious.” 

The history of Shockley's lack 
of credibility is readily available, 
at he has been discredited and 
repudiated by his own academic 
peers, has no credentials in the 
field of genetics, was repeatedly 
refused recognition by the 
scientific community, for five 
consecutive years was refused 
support by the National 
Academy of Sciences. At their 
last meeting, they voted 198 to 


2 to refuse to sponsor further 
study by Shockley and it's 
important to note that this is a 
vody not inclined to allow 
sociological values to enter their 
decision-making, and not 
inclined to shut off legitimate 
pursuit of research in fear of the 
consequences, but quite the 
opposite, they are inclined to 
pursue further study of any 
theory regardless of its 
sociologicai implications if it has 
scientific merit 

In addition to this 
preponderance of evidence 
which undermines any validity 
or worth to his thesis, Dr. 
Theodoseum D’obzhansky, 4 
well-known geneticist at U.C. 
Davis was invited and refused to 
speak on the same platform 
y esterday with Shockley, 
reportedly on the grounds that 
Shockley’s “‘research"” was so 
totally without merit, that they 
did not even require any further 
response. In spite of all of the 
above, student funds in the 
Sociology Department were 
voted to bring Shockley to 
campus, and speakers for the 
Department at the Little Theatre 
yesterday pleaded with the 
audience to “let him make his 
case.” The Black students, 
having heard the “case” for 200 
years, brought in a verdict case 
closed I think it is important to 
ask why Academic Freedom 
should deign that the case 
remain open, forever gathering 
evidence never reaching a 
conclusion I think it 
appropriate to ask that the 
faculty provide the open forum 
to discuss this issue, and perhaps 
find some definition that will 
allow reason to enter the 
rationale

Administration 


It is the position of the Black students 
of Sacramento State College, represented, 
and articulated in the body of the Pan 
African Student Union, that there is 

1. No freedom of speech for racists, 
Nobel Prize winners or otherwise 

2. Academic freedom must and will 
bend in the demands for human freedom 
and black liberation, and 

3. There is no middle ground to stand 
om in the case of racism. To support 
freedom of speech for a racist, is to 
openly attack forty million black people 

For SSC to support and openly 
sponsor an internationally acclaimed 
racist is an attack on the 700 black 
students on this campus. The Pan African 
Student Union will not be caught in the 
predicament of the Jewish intellectual 
community in Germany, standing by and 
quietly and intellectually not entertaining 
racist theones. The Pan African Student 
Union of SSC openly and physically, if 
necessary, oppose any form of racism 
that appears on this campus and in the 
entire Sacramento community 

As a black student organization, we 
indict the Sociology Department of 
Sacramento State College as a racist 
department. As an organization, we 


demand the resignation of Carole 
Barnes, who we feel is more dangerous 
than Shockley for it is her kind who 
propogate racists and totally repressive 
theories under the guise of freedom of 
speech. The black students indict Cultural 
Affairs for using student money to spread 
racism. 

Moreover, the Pan African Student 
Union of SSC finally rests its blame of 
open affront to black people with the 
administration of the college. We blame 
an administration that is continuously 
cutting its funds and committments made 
in the past to black students. We blame 
an administration that refuses to hire 
black faculty, black administrators, and 
black staff. We blame an administration 
that refuses to let the few black 
administrators on campus run programs 
in the best interest of black students. We 
blame an administration that openly 
sanctions proposals that would cut by 
10% the number of black students that 
are currently enrolled on this campus 

The Pan African Student Union sees 
Shockley only as a vehicle of the 
institutions — racist institutions —and 
intend to attack not the vehicle, but its 
source of power.

This morning | watched some 
of our black students and some 
of their white supporters 
degrade themselves in a show of 
hysterical hatred and lack of 
understanding of the meaning of 
academic, even human, freedom 
of expression which I have rarely 
seen equalled on this campus 
Eldridge Cleaver, Stokeley 
Carmichael, William Kunstler, 
and others whose views were 
unpalatable to many on this 
campus and in this community 
spoke without interference, and 
Abbie Hoffman, while there 
were initial attempts to bar him, 
eventually (if my memory is 
correct) spoke without anyone 
physically disrupting his speech 
Dr. William Shockley, in spite of 
the unpalatability of his 
viewpoint to nearly everyone on 
this campus, should have been 
allowed the same rights as the 
others, in fact the same rights as 
the disrupters have fought so 
hard to obtain. 

Professor Shockley’s views are 
repugnant to me as a human 
being, and as a scientist his work 
is obviously based on erroneous 
assumptions from which he has 
drawn false conclusions, from 
what my colleagues in genetics, 
psychology, and testing tell me, 
and from what I know of his 
work. I do not think the black 
students need have been at all 
afraid that Shockley would have 
made any converts, but they 
themselves may have sickened 
those who believe in freedom of 
expression, as well as providing 
ammunition for racial bigots and 
haters of higher education. 


The tinal example of reverse 
bigotry occurred when the 
blacks who disrupted the 
meeting also forced cancellation 
of Shockley’s speech on the 
invention of transistors, for 
which he won the Nobel Prize, 
not for his asinine racia! 
theories. To deprive students, 
who wished only to hear about 
the transistor, of the chance to 
do so was a bit of gratuitous 
bigotry and racism in reverse, 


and a nice extra little power trip, 
too. 

To the majority of black and 
white students who refused to 
participate and 


scream 





and childishly throw objects, 
you are our hope for peace and 
brotherhood. The er: or-riddled 
theories of the Shockleys will 
collapse of thier own weight in 
the light of cold truth. Such 
behavior as we saw this morning 
can only give them false 
currency in the eyes of the

You can waste a lot of time 
hearing idiotic or ridiculous 
people; sometimes a clever or 
pernicious person can influence 
opinion in ways that are most 
regrettable. But dangers of 
suppressing Outrageous or 
unpopular views are far worse.

controversial speakers, it may be 
a solace to reca!l that speakers 
seldom effect drastic changes in 
the audience. Before Cleaver and 
Hayden came, there were fears 
that they might inflame the 
crowd into some terrible actions. 
I heard talk about putting 
special guards on ‘the computer 
center, the President’s office, 
and other key locations. 
Actually, a speaker’s message is 
often well known in advance, so 
that his speech is a familiar 
litany, and not much new 
information is exchanged. After 
the speech, everybody just drifts 
away. Even speakers like Hitler, 
who were supposed to exert 
hypnotic power upon their 
audiences, were no great shakes 
at converting skeptics. Those 
roaring Nazi crowds in the 
newsreels consisted of organized 
party members who were 
specially gathered for movie 
propaganda-the Nazis never 
gained a majority in a free 
German election 

Hyde Park in London has its 
speaker's corner. On a Sunday 
afternoon there you can hear 
any number of speakers, some of 
them real oddballs, | heard one 
gentleman argue that the last 
seven monarchs of England were 
feeble-minded and that five out 
of the seven were syphilitic, he 
also proposed immediate exile at 
hard labor for the entire House 
of Lords. About the only ground 
rule is that a speaker cannot stay 
on the rostrum past a time limit. 
All are eligible to speak, all are 
free to heckle and to mount the 
orange crate themselves if they 
feel like it. The whole thing is 
carried out in a healthy aroma of 
open challenge and response. 
America may not be abie to 
tolerate such speaker’s corners 
generally, or to extend such 
speaker's courtesies to every 
confrontation, but those of us in 
the academic setting can 
certainly support a policy of 
really free speech on our 
campus.

“FIRST AMENDMENT"

The first amendment to the 
Constitution of the United 
States guarantees the right of 
free speech to each and every 
American. Last Monday, 
Professor Wm. Shockley was 
denied those rights. Sacramento 
State College invited the man to 
come to the campus and speak. 
it has been stated that the 
reasons for not letting him speak 
were that he is a confirmed 
racist. | did not know this to be 
true. The only information I 
read on the topic was the leftist 
materials which were passed oul 
to the studepts the day of the 
speech. Shockley may well be a 
racist but I would like to have 
heard what he had to say, after 
all, he was paid from the ASSSC 
pocketbook. And every student 
pays fees to the ASSSC at the 
beginning of each semester, as is 
required by the college during 
registration. 

Some time ago Eldridge 
Cleaver also was invited to speak 
at SSC. He _ avocated the 
overthrow of the government, 
the assassination of the 
President, and the storage of 
weapons in private households 
for the revolution which is 
coming. Cleaver was allowed to 
present his views without the use 
of terror tactics. Many people 
disagreed with him, but did not 
use force to shut him up. 

Dr. Shockley wasn’t even 
allowed to start his speech when 
a group of Militant Black People 
took control of the podium and 
forced him to leave. Soon, when

Last Wednesday we had the occasion 
to attend the Student Senate meeting 
which involved the debate between the 
Women’s Caucus and the Inter-Fraternity 
Council concerning the banning of 
Beauty Queens on campus. 

When the emotional debate was over, 
we came to the conclusion that much was 
said but that there was no constructive 
conclusion in sight. The Student Senate, 
under pressure, decided that it would be 
best that the issue be put to a student 
vote. This decision led to ¢ precedent, 
which if allowed to go on will completely 
cause turmoil on this campus everytime 
an issue cannot be decided by the 
Student Senate. It is not practical for a 
student vote on this campus everytime an 
issue arises. These decisions should be the 
responsibility of the Student Senate, for 
they are the constitutional organization 
which has the decision making power 
given to them by the students through 
elections. In my opinion the Student 





Senate had the right to hand over this 
decision to the Board of Justice, so that 
organization could decide the 
constitutionality of the proposal and send 
its opinion to the Faculty Senate for vote 
in December. 

This debate on campus has not only 
become a question of a queen or no 
queen, but it has also become a question 
of whether student government can 
work? 

My office feels it can, and so we would 
like to make a suggestion to both the 
Women’s Caucus and the Inter-Fraternity 
Council. Take this issue to the B.O.J., 


with the Attorney Generals Office as 
both your representative. My office can 
give a logical viewpoint of the situation to 
the B.O.J., and this would also allow the 
Faculty Senate to vote while having a 
logical opinion to draw from. 

Allowing the students to vote on this 
issue would be of extra cost to the 
A.S.S.S.C., and it would also be the long 
way to make a conclusion. The most 
immediate decision on this issue of the 
queen would be to allow the B.O.J. to 
decide it by using our constitution and 
the facts presented before it.

Humanistic Cooperation 


When I look back over the past few years and think about my 
experiences with Chicanos and other Third World people I can see a 
definite progression in my thinking. Beginning as a rather mixed up 
visionary with good intentions and little practical insight, I have 
learned to bring my thinking down to earth and face the living 
issues 7 

I have learned that book-learning and degrees are no substitute for 
experience; and I have learned that professionalism is no substitute 
for non-paternal humanistic cooperation. In short, I have learned 
that the vital issues in our society are defined by the 
people, and the people will give our scholars relevant instruction 
when they will join their ranks with a certain humility and 
compassion. The people’s commitments must be their first concern. 

Most of all I must emphasize this point of humility and 
compassion. Too many of our scholars have been very foolish and 
misoriented in their approach to the social issues by preaching to the 
people about who they are and what they must do instead of 
approaching the people on their own terms and gaining insight by 
practical experience. Humility and compassion must be the norm 
and they must have their application in the living society. Our 
scholars must go to the surroundings where the people live and work 
and see for themselves what is happening 

When they have lived and worked with the people, our scholars 
will be in some position to comprehend their needs and aspiration. 
They will not fee} the same thing that the people feel because they 
have advantages which the people lack; they can return to more 
secure surroundings. But they can at least Jearn to understand 
something relevant and can then proceed to cooperate with the 
people for their social and academic improvement. I personally 
learned more about society from my involvement in the Chicano 
movement and from working graveyard in a factory that I learned 
from some eighty units of historical analysis. I’m not intending to 
Suggest that the book learning served no useful purpose—but I will 
argue that without practical experience I might be no more than an 
educated idiot 

I have a hell of a lot left to learn, and J am not writing this article 


to suggest that I am an authority on the social-issues. | do believe. 
however, that I have some useful understanding of them. I am 
obviously not saying a thing in this essay that Third World people 


are not aware of. | am writing it because of the need for my own 
people to understand
